propaganda that said Communism 
should be promoted as an antidote to 
Fascism. 


Failing to locate a teaching position, 
Miss Bentley decided to take a secre- 
tarial course at Columbia University. 
Funds being low, she rented a cheap 
furnished room in the neighborhood. 
There an acquaintance was formed with 
a young woman named Lee Fuhr, who 
was quite politically-minded. 


This newly-made friend seemed ob- 
sessed with the idea that America was 
headed toward Fascism — and _ that 
something had to be done! 


“In fact, she said, she then belonged 
to an organization which was trying to 
enlighten the American people about the 
evils of Fascism and Nazism. The name 
of it was the American League Against 
War and Fascism.” 


Miss Bentley did not know that this

OMMUNIST propaganda has al- 
ways appeared in unexpected places, 
and often from behind strange fronts. 


The thoroughness with which Miss 
Bentley’s unit operated is suggested by 
the following incident, in which young 
theological students were enticed to join 
the Party. 


“T had a meeting with an advanced 
theological student at Union Theological 
Seminary in the spring of 1935,” says 
the Author. “I asked him why he wanted 
to join, and with eyes aglow he tried 
to explain his beliefs.” 


This is what the young man said: 
“The old Christianity is dead. Christ 
came to earth to preach the brother- 
hood of man, but most people seem to 
have forgotten. They are too immersed 
in making money and getting ahead 
in the world. I’ve always wanted to 
be a minister of Christ, but somehow, 
until I discovered the doctrine of Com- 
munism, I was nauseated with the rot- 
ten hypocrisy of the average church- 
goer, not to mention the attitude of 
the clergy. 


“['m_ convinced that Communism is 
the Christianity of the future, that I, 
as a potential Christian minister, must 
per se be a Communist, even though 
it will be a very hard life. Does that 
startle you?” 


No, it did not startle Miss Bentley, 
because she knew that the misguided 
youth had come under the influence of 
the notorious Dr. Harry F. Ward — 
a theological professor who used Metho- 
dism as a cloak to cover his Commu- 
nism. A Communist cell existed on the 
campus of Union Theological Semin- 
ary.

“I stumbled over fallen marchers and 
battled with the police, caring nothing 
about what happened to me.

One day, a superior in the Party gave 
Miss Bentley an assignment from which 
she at first recoiled. But when reminded 
that she was under virtual military dis- 
cipline, to obey orders without com- 
ment or complaint, the undertaking was 
launched. 


“The Party suspected that Richard 
Waldo, then president of the McClure 
Newspaper Syndicate on lower West 
Street, was a German agent. Every 
effort had been made to find out what 
he was doing. They had ransacked his 
office at night, after entering with a 
skeleton key; they had sent in Commu- 
nist undercover people in the guise 
of employees. Since none had_ been 
particularly successful, it would be nec- 
essary for someone to get a job as his 
secretary.” 


Miss Bentley was hired. 


“I kept track of all the strange peo- 
ple with whom Mr. Waldo was in con- 
tact, watched what was going on in 
the office, and smuggled out copies of 
interesting documents and correspond- 
ence. At night I would come home 
frazzled and exhausted and tumble into 
bed; in the morning I would set my 
teeth and go back to work. 


“Five years later I learned with 
amusement that | wasn’t the only ‘plant’ 


in Mr. Waldo’s office.” 


During this time she was taking all 
orders from a mysterious leader known 
to her only as Timmy — with whom 
she had fallen in love.

IMMY turned out to be none other 

than the head of Russia’s Secret 
Police in the United States, Jacob Golos, 
perhaps the most sinister figure ever 
appointed to work in this Country by 
Kremlin criminals. 


Golos was all-powerful, as far as the 
red organizations of the United States 
were concerned. No one dared oppose 
or defy his will. There were times when 
even Earl Browder groveled before him. 


Not until Miss Bentley had been inves- 
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tigated and tested in every conceivable 
way, did he disclose his true identity. 


“A deep sense of relief filled me. 
Of his love I was always sure, and 
now I knew that what bothered him 
was not that he personally didn’t trust 
me — it was Party discipline.” 


She became his common-law wife 
and was told to call him Yasha.

HEN A COMMUNIST is chosen 
for service in the Underground, 
he must detach himself completely from 
every visible phase of the red apparatus. 


The Party operates on the surface, 
with no organic relationship to the Un- 
derground. It often happens that mem- 
bers of the two groups are thrown to- 
gether, neither knowing the other to be 
a bonafide red. Miss Bentley cites sev- 
eral instances. 


After finishing the assignment with 
the McClure Newspaper Syndicate, Go- 
los ordered her to Washington 
where she was to contact Mary Watkins, 
secretary to Walter Lippmann, the news- 
paper columnist. 


“Yasha said Mary had told him that 
Lippmann had very interesting material 
in his files, on inside politics in the 
American government which Moscow 


should have .. 


“Mr. Lippmann was away just then, 
presumably on business, and it was de- 
cided that Mary would go through his 
back files and bring home all the 
‘interesting’ stuff so we could make 
copies of it. For two days we typed 
madly until our backs ached, and we 
somehow managed to finish everything. 
Then Mary returned the files to the 
office, and I tucked the copies into my 
brief case and returned with them to 
New York. Yasha was delighted with 
the haul.” 


This was the beginning of Miss Bent- 
ley’s work as a “courier.” During the 





space of a few years, she carried copies 
of thousands of documents on regular 
trips between Washington and New 
York, for forwarding to Moscow. 


It was a hazardous operation, but 
she enjoyed the full cooperation of 
certain New Dealers. A number of these 
contacts are listed, including: 


Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, high 
in the Agricultural Department. 


Robert Miller, a mystery man in 
the State Department and close asso- 
ciate of Nelson Rockefeller.

(White not only passed out priceless 
information to the Soviet Secret Police, 
but was in position to help shape Amer- 
ican foreign and domestic policies fa- 
vorable to Russia’s plans for world 
revolution. ) 


Lauchlin Currie, Administrative As- 
sistant to Franklin Roosevelt with of- 
fices in the White House. 


William Remington ... and others. 
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When the filched documents became 
too numerous and bulky to copy or 
otherwise transmit, arrangements were 
made to photograph them. 


“From then on members of the group 
brought secret material to the Silver- 
master home at night, where it was 
photographed on microfilm, and then 
returned to the files the first thing in 
the morning before their absence could 
be discovered.”

ACOB GOLOS died in Miss Bent- 


ley’s arms of a heart ailment. 


“Then I realized that, although he 
still seemed to be sleeping peacefully, 
horrible choking sounds were coming 
from his throat. Frantically I shook 
him.” 


The chapter of “Out of Bondage” 
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which relates this tragedy is an eloquent, 
if pathetic, piece of writing. Miss Bent- 
ley took her friend’s death very hard. 
Not until later did she learn that his 
real name was Jacob Rasin. 


She was visited a short time later 
by an official from Moscow, who 
brought her a medal for effective service 
rendered in the ranks of the Interna- 
tional Soviet Police. He turned out to 
be an utterly distasteful person. 


With Golos gone, Miss Bentley be- 
gan to see things more clearly. Her 
vision had been clouded during the 
years by a consuming affection for him. 
It took her quite a while to reach 





the inevitable conclusion that, “After 
all, Communism is only a dirty racket 
and not an idealistic movement.” 


But how to get out of it, and remain 
alive, was her problem! 

The closing chapters of the book ex- 
plain how this was accomplished 
and how her proferred services were 
eagerly accepted by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Her work with the F.B.I. is another 
story of itself.

WHO REMOVED 
THE CROSSES? 





Major Robert H. Williams 
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STORM of angry protests broke 

in the House of Representatives 
recently when it was announced that the 
Crosses had been removed from the 
graves of the 13,000 war dead in the 
National Memorial Cemetery at Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii. 


Congressman John E. Rankin of Mis- 
sissippi, chairman of the Veterans Af- 
fairs Committee, cried, “Good Lord! 
Who ordered such a thing?” 


The Congressman later displayed two 
pictures of the cemetery, one showing 
acres of gleaming white Crosses on a 
peaceful green slope — such a pic- 
ture as American mothers and fathers 
expect to see when they visit the grave 
of a son sacrificed for the preservation 
of Christian civilization. 


The other picture showed the ceme- 
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tery swept clean of the Crosses, a stark, 
ugly spectacle. Mr. Rankin, visibly in- 
dignant, commented, “It looks like a 
vacant cow pasture.” 


A member of a veterans’ organization 
said the nondescript flat headstones 
made the cemetery “seem like a vacant 
lot.” 


An official spokesman for the Dis- 
abled American Veterans said the ab- 
sence of the Crosses would mar the 
beauty of the cemetery on Memorial 
Day, when each Cross is customarily 
draped with wreaths of the delicate 
Hawaiian leis. The DAV sent a resolu- 
tion to Congress calling for restoration 
of the Crosses as a reminder “that our 
present blessings ... represent the di- 
vidends paid by the supreme sacrifice.” 


A number of Congressmen joined 
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in demanding an investigation, especi- 
ally to find out who ordered the Crosses 
removed. Among them were Rankin, 
James E. Van Zandt of Pennsylvania, 
Edith Nourse Rogers of Massachusetts, 
Dewey Short of Missouri and Overton 
Brooks of Louisiana. 


Mr. Van Zandt, a former national 
commander of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, said he would take up the matter 
with the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, of which he is a member. 


Senator Harry P. Cain of Wash- 
ington, has asked the Senate Armed 
Services Committee to investigate the 
act; and Mrs. Rogers has introduced a 
bill requiring the Army to replace the 
Crosses. 


Several investigations now are under 
way by Congressional bodies and vet- 
erans’ organizations, including _ the 
American Legion. 


(Only one veterans’ organization, so 
far noted by this writer, has condoned 
the removal — namely, a spokesman 
for the American Veterans of World 
War II, reported by the United Press 
as saying that the removal ¢f the Crosses 
was “in line with Army policy and 
the AMVETS had no objection.” AM- 
VETS was headed in 1950 by the vet- 
eran, Harold Russell, who in 1949 
was a paid lecturer for the Anti-De- 
famation League of B’nai B’rith. 


A number of Protestant ministers 
with whom I have been in contact 
deplore the incident; while in New 


York City Cardinal Spellman decried 
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the act in a speech and said: “I think 
there will be a protest, and if there is 
no protest I will start one myself.” 


To date (as this article is being 
written for The Defender), investigators 
have failed to name the person or per- 
sons who inspired or ordered removal 
of the Crosses. 


An unidentified spokesman at the 
Department of Defense stated that Amer- 
ican military cemeteries are divided into 
two classes: those in the United States 
and possessions, and those on foreign 
soil. He said the Army was custodian 
for the former cemeteries (of which 
the cemetery at Honolulu is one); while 
the Battle Monuments Commission was 
in charge of the others. Only the United 
States cemeteries on foreign soil, he 
pointed out, customarily mark the graves 
with Crosses. 


He said the headstones in American 
cemeteries under Army custody “are 
cut with either a Christian Cross or a 


Jewish Star of David.” 


Mrs. Rogers, the Massachusetts Con- 
gresswoman, said a spokesman at the 
Department of Defense (where Anna 
Rosenberg is located) characterized the 
removal of the Crosses as “a trend of 
the times.” She did not identify the 
spokesman who took this casual view 
of the incident. 


So the parents and brothers and sis- 
ters, the widows and children of the 
13,000 Americans who gave their lives 
that the rest of us might continue 
to enjoy a beneficent civilization, still 
have no way of knowing who uprooted 
the Crosses. 


Congressman Rankin characterized 
the act as part of the “Communist move- 
ment to destroy Christianity throughout 
the world” and said it was about time 
the American people woke up to “what 
is going on.” 


In the absence of definite identifica- 
tion of the guilty, we can only specu- 
late. However, compelling facts sug- 
gest themselves. 


As a soldier in two world wars, I 
recall the conspicuousness — the sparse- 
ness — of Stars of David among 
Crosses. It was a common complaint 
on the part of officers and enlisted 
men that the Jews had not shared the 
sacrifice in due proportion, even in 
the second world war, in which they 
had so much interest. 


This was not just idle talk; the 
number of United States Jewish losses 
in combat in the second world war, 
as published by the National Jewish 
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The above photograph was taken at the National Memorial Ceme- 
tery in Honolulu, Hawaii ... before the Crosses were removed on 
orders from Washington. All efforts to find who gave the order have 


so far resulted in failure. 





Welfare Board (“These Are the Facts,” 
July 1, 1946) was put at seven thousand. 
This is only 2.7 per cent of the total 
United States losses in combat (253,- 
827). 


If the Jewish population of the Unit- 
ed States is 4.5 of the total, which 
it probably is — then the Jewish sol- 
diers carried only a little more than 
half of their share of the war. Natur- 
ally, those Jewish nationalists who pro- 
mote the power cult would not want 
these facts to become conspicuous. 


But I believe there is much more be- 
hind the uprooting of the Crosses. I 
believe, with Congressman Rankin, that 
the removal of the symbol of Christian 
faith from the graves of the Christian 
dead is of direct or indirect Communist 
inspiration. It is “the trend of the 
times,” in which Marxists and Marxism 
attack Christianity at every turn of the 
road. 


For almost 2000 years the Cross 
among Western peoples has been the 
symbol of all that is good and whole- 
some. Generation after generation of our 
ancestors followed it in peace and in 
war. 


Untold millions gave their lives to 
preserve that symbol and the ideals 
and religious faith for which it stands. 
In triumph and in tragedy the Cross 
has been the banner of our people ... 
“Towering o’er the wrecks of time.”

Strange to say, throughout all these 
centuries, there have been those who 
hated the Cross and the faith it repre- 
sented, though that faith was kind and 
tolerant beyond comparison with any 
other creed. Despite the fact that the 
Christian spirit protected even its ene- 
mies, those enemies have attacked it 
and tried generation after generation 
to destroy it. 


The cause of this hatred is never too 
clear to the Christians. Some feel that 
it is jealousy on the part of a frustrated, 
hate-torn people; others believe it is 
because the anti-Christians crave a Mes- 
sianic power over all mankind and can- 
not rest till they subjugate and reduce 
to impotency the sturdy, independent 
peoples of the Christian West, who 
stand in the way of world dictatorship. 


This ancient hatred has taken the 
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form, in modern times, of a movement 
called Marxism. Today it marshals its 
forces principally under two banners: 
the Red hammer and sickle of Com- 
munism and the blue and white 
flag of political Zionism. Both are 
part of the Marxist power cult, and 
Karl Marx spoke for both when he 
ridiculed the worship of Jesus Christ. 


The late Lunacharsky, Minister of 
Education in the Soviet Union, expressed 
the creed of the Communist when he 
said, “We hate Christianity and the 
Christians. Even the best of them must 
be regarded as our worst enemies.” 


Friends of the Anti-Defamation 
League and the American Jewish Con- 
gress, the leaders of the political Zion- 
ism in America, and rabbis imbued 
with the spirit of Marxism, have re- 
peatedly tried to suppress the singing of 
Christmas carols and otherwise eradi- 
cate Christian influence in the public 
school system. 


The removal of Crosses from above 
the bodies of American men killed in 
battle, is a manifestation of the same 
anti-Christ attitude. 


Russia and Eastern Europe were pre- 
dominantly Christian before Jewish 
Marxists captured the governments. In 
both areas the Church has been sub- 
stantially destroyed. Christianity is fight- 
ing for its life. Followers of Christ 
need to know and understand the sin- 
ister operations of their historic enemy. 


With the Truman administration so 
indoctrinated by Marxism that it sup- 
ports Dean Acheson as Secretary of 
State, and Anna Rosenberg as Assistant 
Secretary of Defense in charge of all de- 
fense man power (and woman power), 
is it any wonder that “the trend of the 
times” sweeps the Crosses away from 
the graves of the Christian dead? 


We should hardly have been sur- 
prised at the event, a logical develop- 
ment of the trend!

At the time of her appointment, there 
was considerable talk about two Ros- 
enbergs. Maybe there were two! But 
the person now desecrating the Depart- 
ment of Defense, cannot deny having 
written the article that bears her name 
and literary style in the Communist New 
Masses of December 8, 1942. 


A good reason why she cannot deny 
it, is the fact that the editor published 
her picture with the story. 


The average American understands 
that the New Deal has been Semitic 
from the beginning. He does not al- 
ways grasp the full meaning of the con- 
spiratorial forces responsible for this 
turn in Government. But Rosenberg, 
like Frankfurter, stands out in bold 
relief as a concrete symbol of what he 
knows to be true. 


The Cross has always been a “stumb- 
ling block” to these people according 
to Holy Writ (I Corinthians 1:23), 
“But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stumblingblock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness.” 


It was more than a little surprising, 
however, that generals and colonels 
would permit the Crosses to be removed 
without protesting, even resigning in 
protest if necessary. 


Have the people become so mesmer- 
ized by Marxism, the military leaders 
so intimidated by the Rosenberg-Zionist 
cult, that 13,000 graves can be “de- 
Christianized” before a single protest 
or report of it reaches Congress? 


When did this become a policy and 
who gave the orders to the Army? 
You would not expect Crosses in ceme- 
teries in Israel or the Soviet Union. 
But would Americans ask them to up- 
root the Star of David, or Hammer and 
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Sickle, from the graves of their war 
dead? 


This writer humbly suggests that ev- 
ery American son who must hereafter 
make the supreme sacrifice in Korea 
or any other battleground against the 
anti-Christian hordes, be granted a Cross 
for a headstone. It seems to me that 
anything less would be repudiation of 
the cause for which he fell. And let 
us work for the replacement of the 
13,000 Crosses in the Honolulu Ceme- 
tery. 


Perhaps The Defender will want to 
undertake the project of bringing about 
such a policy.

A DIVINE HAND HAS SHAPED 
OUR COURSE 


I wish to direct your attention to 
the part that God has had in formulat- 
ing, preserving and directing our des- 
tiny. I trust that a realization of this 
will strengthen our confidence in the 
future welfare of our Nation. 


At different times throughout the 
year we honor the memory of those 
who have rendered valiant service. At 
other times we recount and revivify 
the events which have meant so much 
in our national history. 


It is well that we should, occasion- 
ally, stop in the busy turmoil of life 
and by reflection keep green the mem- 
ory of these things. We are better as 
a Nation for doing so. 

Thus, while we acknowledge our in- 
debtedness to those who have rendered 
outstanding service in times of peace, 
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and, valiant and courageous _ service 
in time of war, and, emphasize the 
important part each have played in the 
founding and preservation of our Na- 
tion and the fulfillment of its ideals, 
yet, we cannot and should not be in- 
sensible to the deeper indebtedness and 
greater gratitude due to that divinity 
who has given direction to our progress. 


As we look back over the history of 
the years, during which we have risen 
from a weak, struggling Nation striv- 
ing for a place among the nations of 
the wor!d, to the greatest on the face 
of the earth, we cannot help but be 
impressed with the fact that back of 
all the patriotism and high ideals of 
those who have served their Country, 
there has been a divinity that has truly 
shaped our end. 


EARLY COLONISTS HAD STRONG 
RELIGIOUS BELIEFS 


The early colonists who came to 
these shores were men and women of 





strong religious beliefs. They were mor- 
al and upright. These men and women 
wove into the laws and customs of our 
early governments the moral and reli- 
gious beliefs that actuated their per- 
sonal lives. 


Nothing can convey plainer their 
intention to make this a Christian Na- 
tion than to study the early statutes 
and laws of our several colonies. These 
documents are impressive in the clear 
and unmistakable acceptance of reli- 
gious principles as the foundation of 
Government, and the rule and guide 
for official conduct. 


It is not strange that under these 
circumstances this strength of character, 
both public and private, produced a 
kind of society that formed a solid 
foundation for the new Nation that 
was to arise. 


GAINING OUR INDEPENDENCE 


In the struggle for independence, the 
obstacle to 4 overcome would have 
been insurmountable except for the as- 
sistance of the Divine Hand, which 
works out the destinies of nations as 
well as of individuals. 


Consider the difficulties which were 
encountered. There was no actual unity 
such as we have today. Instead of one 
single Government, there were 13 dif- 
ferent sovereignties not only independ- 
ent of each other but with conflicting 
interests, envious of each other and 
with little, if any, confidence in the 
other. 


There was no Army, no Navy and 
no actual credit which could be pledged 
to secure the necessaries of war. The 
adversary was one of the strongest 


nations of the world and had all of 
these. 
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How was it possible for men, though 
actuated by the highest and best order 
of patriotism of any time, to overcome 
obstacles such as these? The real source 
of their strength was indicated in the 
words of Patrick Henry, in his famous 
oration, the Call to Arms. 


He said, “Besides, sir, we shall not 
fight our battles alone. There is a just 
God who presides over the destinies 
of nations and who shall raise up 
friends to fight our battles for us.” 


MAINTENANCE OF NATIONAL 
UNITY 


The God of nations who helped in 
bringing to a successful conclusion the 
war of independence, has never ceased 
to control the destiny of this great 
Nation, and I trust He never will. 


In the dark days of the War Between 
the States, when brother was arrayed 
against brother, friend against friend, 
each believing in the justness of his 
cause, is there any doubt that this 
same divine hand maintained our na- 
tional unity? 


Now that the wounds of strife have 
healed and the division between the 
North and South has ceased to be, and 
each glories alike in one flag and one 
Country, do we not all agree that in 
the maintenance of the Union we have 
been enabled to take our place among 
the nations of the world and exert 
an influence for good, that never would 
have been possible if the Union had 
been divided? 


NATIONAL CHARACTER 


And, permit me to point to the fact 
that we stand preeminent among the na- 
tions of the world because we have here 
in America the highest type of national 
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character to be found anywhere. Wheth- 
er we retain this position in the future 
will depend upon the individual citi- 
zen. The whole cannot be any greater 
than its parts. 


The parts are the individuals who 
compose our citizenship, and as these 
parts are good or bad in the aggregate, 
so will be the Nation. Pubkc virtue 
cannot exist except as it is founded 
upon private virtue. The fundamental 
factor must always be the character of 
the individual citizen. Therefore, the 
future welfare of this Nation depends 
upon each individual citizen. 


The strength of this Nation does not 
lie alone in the beauty of its structure 
of Government. Beauty has no perman- 
ency in itself. 


I never go into the city of Washing- 
ton but what I am impressed with 
the beauty of its buildings, especially 
one whose high dome can be seen long 
before you reach the city. Once you 
have entered the city and walked up 
its broad avenues and approached this 
building, you are impressed with the 
beauty of its architecture. 


Within its portals you are awed by 
the magnificence of the scent. Highly 
polished marble, a striking scheme of 
coloring, immense pillars of onyx ris- 
ing to a great height to support the 
dome. You are impressed with the beau- 
ty of the scene. But what sustains 
all this beauty? 


Down beneath the beauty of the 
superstructure lies the strong, broad 
foundation stones that make possible 
its permanency and without which the 
beauty could not exist for a single 
moment. Thus, beneath the beauty of 
our national superstructure there is need 
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for a foundation of strong national 
character. 


Without it our Nation cannot exist 
any more than the nations of yesterday 
which flourished for a time and then 
crumbled into ruins. 


Greece conquered the world and sat 
down to enjoy herself, and was rudely 
awakened by Rome thundering at her 
gates, realizing too late that she had 
lost her power. Rome gained the vie- 
tory and united all the so-called civi- 
lized world under her banners. Then 
she too sat down to enjoy herself, and 
Rome was startled by the barbarians 
of the north sweeping through her do- 
main. 


The power of Greece was not her 
armies, but the strength of Spartan 
manhood. When manhood was lost by 
the destruction of the forces of char- 
acter, Rome found the Greeks an easy 
prey. 

Rome believed that her power was 
in her well-organized, well-trained, alert 
army. But when the character of Ro- 
man citizenship weakened then the mo- 
rale of that army broke down and 
proud Rome was no match for the bar- 
barian hordes. 


The power of Greece was gone before 
Rome thundered at her gates. That is 
why she fell. The power of Rome was 
gone before the invasion of the bar- 
barians or the barbarians would have 
been driven back. 


As long as we maintain a strong 
foundation of character, this Nation 
will survive, but when we permit our 
national character to weaken, then our 
Nation can crumble as did those of 
Greece and Rome. Remember, no _na- 
tion has ever fallen that was not first 
conquered from within. 


Whatever may be the source of 
threatened danger to this Nation, either 
from within or without, we should never 
lose sight of the fact that we have 
assurance of a divine source of strength 
in the future, as in the past, that 
will give the needed strength, guidance 
and direction to our Nation, if there 
is willingness upon the part of our 
people to seek such direction and fol- 
low that divine leadership. 


The words of the Psalmist, “They 
that trust in the Lord shall be as 
Mount Zion which cannot be removed 
but abideth forever,” give continued 
assurance today as when written cen- 
turies ago, provided this Nation shall 
continue to trust in the Lord and recog- 
nize the principles of true religion 
as the foundation of our national life.

IKE MOST MEN who have left 

their mark on the pages of his- 
tory and reached goals against heavy 
odds, Douglas MacArthur is a contro- 
versial figure. 


There are those who idolize him for 
his achievements and others who 
dislike him intensely. He has enjoyed 
profuse praise and suffered extravagant 
censure. Although awarded every deco- 
ration of his Country for bravery, he 
is at the same time smeared by left- 
wingers who dislike his brand of sturdy 
Christianity.

Some who know him well, 
say that he understands the planned 
source from which this opposition ori- 
ginates. 


Rumors designed to undermine con- 
fidence in his leadership were circu- 
lated in the islands of the Southwest 
Pacific during the last conflict. In- 
telligence officers traced them, in some 
instances, to Communist wives and 
molls, who kept their men informed 
regarding the propaganda line against 


MacArthur. 


Actually, his career has been lighted 
with too many brilliant episodes, to be 
marred by vilification. The American 
people are harmed by lies about Mac- 
Arthur, because he above others can 





best serve their interests on interna- 
tional levels. 


This book, by one who really knows 
the General, therefore serves a vital 
purpose. Every American needs to know 
the truth about their most useful and 
trusted public servant. Legend, propa- 
ganda and journalistic sketches will 
not suffice. 


Kenney and MacArthur are the clos- 
est of friends. His book penetrates myth 
and reveals the man.

HEN TWO MEN have joined 


forces in time of difficulty and 
defeat, met danger together, outfaced 
criticism and pushed aside every ob- 
stacle on the road back, they know each 
other. 


Adversity is credited with being the 
great revealer of character, and this 
has never been more convincingly de- 
monstrated than in “The MacArthur I 
Know” — from the pen of a companion 
who shared victory and defeat with 
Douglas MacArthur during the years 
of 1942 to 1945. 


George C. Kenney flew 75 combat 
missions in World War I and received 
the Distinguished Service Cross. He 
has been a four-star General since 1942. 
As Commander of all allied air forces 
in the Southwest Pacific, he became 
MacArthur’s implicitly trusted deputy 
and intimate friend. He records epi- 
sodes and incidents that have never be- 
fore seen public print. 
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General Kenney’s primary mission 
was to get control of the air, ruled 
by the Japanese from the outbreak of 
hostilities. This was accomplished by 
progressively larger raids against New 
Guinea, Guadalcanal, the Celebes, Bor- 
neo, the Philippines and finally Japan 
itself. 


“The MacArthur I Know,” is re- 
plete with fascinating stories of these 
daring campaigns, waged at first against 
great odds, and finally as American 
power became overwhelming, with dev- 
astating effects. 


The following description of an epi- 
sode illustrates the typical MacArthur 
attitude toward his men: 


“One day some of the newspapermen 
came into my office following a press 
conference with the General. MacArthur 
had finished his talk, when one of the 
correspondents said, ‘General, what is 
the Air Force doing today?’ The Gen- 
eral said, ‘Oh, I don’t know. Go ask 


| General Kenney.’ 


“The newspaperman persisted, ‘Gen- 
eral, do you mean to say you don’t 
know where our bombs are falling?’ 
MacArthur turned to him, grinned, 
and said, ‘Of course I know where they 
are falling. They are falling in the 
right place. Go ask George Kenney 
where it is.’ 


“That was the best efficiency report 
or compliment I’ve ever received.” 


* * * 


HE FIFTH CHAPTER of “The Mac- 

Arthur I Know” explodes many in- 
sinuations and lies which have been 
circulated against the General. The read- 
er is given all the answers! 

It is regretted that this information 
was not made available at an earlier 
date. But even now, persons believing 
in fair play will find themselves armed 
with facts to answer those who still 
insist upon smearing the man’s char- 
acter. 
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The writer of this review recalls the 
bitter criticism of a returned soldier 
from the Pacific, who condemned Mac- 
Arthur for refusing to let his soldiers 
attack a certain place in the Philippines 
because he allegedly owned property 
there. 


General Kenney explains the sound 
strategy that motivated the General’s 
decision and demolishes this rumor 
by saying, “MacArthur has never owned 
a square foot of ground in the Philip- 
pines.” 

The Author also pays his respects to 
the nasty appellation, “Dugout Doug.” 
He has not been able to find in whose 
diseased brain the phrase originated. 


“But one thing is certain,” he says, 
“the army did not invent the term. 
There were too many who remembered 
his contempt for danger, and who had 
seen him coolly sitting in the open by 
the flagpole on Corregidor while the 
Japs were bombing that rock. I know 
that he was never in a dugout during 
the whole three years I was with him 
in the Pacific. His officers frequently 
remonstrated with him for not wearing 
a tin hat at the front like everyone 
else.” 


General Kenney also refutes the sav- 
age gossip that the MacArthurs used 
several planes to carry furniture and 
other personal belongings, when they 
evacuated to Australia from the Philip- 
pines. 

“The tale of MacArthur’s exit from 
the Philippines with his wife, son and 
Chinese amah, and the airplane loads 
of furniture and toys, is preposterous 
on the face of it. 


“After repeated orders from the Presi- 
dent, General MacArthur, his wife, his 
four-year-old son, the Chinese amah, 
and several members of his staff crowd- 
ed into a PT boat the night of March 
11, 1942, at Corregidor and headed 
south of Mindanao, where a B-17 would 
be waiting to fly them to Australia. 


“Baggage was limited to a small 
handbag for each member of the party. 
Little Arthur, who was in poor health 
after nearly three months of living 
under seige conditions, protested so 
much that he was allowed to take wiih 
him a little red fire engine to play 
with. That probably accounted for the 
toy story.” 


No sooner did the trouble start in 
Korea, than the tempo of propaganda 
was stepped up. A concerted effort was 
put forth to destroy confidence in the 
General’s ability to prosecute the war. 


“The critics said ‘MacArthur was 





asleep,’ ‘getting old,’ had ‘lost his 
punch,’ and should be relieved. On Sep- 
tember 15, after the Inchon landing, 
he was acclaimed as a military genius. 
The critics remained underground until 
the Chinese hordes crossed the Yalu in 
November and forced MacArthur to 
withdraw. Once again he was subjected 
to violent criticism by his detractors 
and just as stoutly defended by his 
admirers.” 


The Author adds the following bit 
of comforting news: “There are many 
more stories of this kind, but they 
have been so easy to dispose of that 





either MacArthur’s detractors have stop- 
ped coining them or have stopped tell- 
ing them to me. I haven’t heard a new 
one for quite a while.” 


* * * 


Sera the storm broke in Korea, 
the General must have been re- 
minded that history was repeating itself. 
Once more he found himself faced with 
what appeared to be an impossible situa- 
tion. 


Destiny beckoned and again he was 
called upon to fight a well-prepared 









In fulfilling the Master’s command to 
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aggressor, with insufficient forces and 
resources. Again he would have to re- 
treat and keep retreating, until strength 
could be gathered to undertake the 
offensive. 





The heartbreaking withdrawals had 
to be continued during the summer 
of 1950, until his forces were pinned 
down in the Pusan area. The American 
people seemed stunned over what ap- 
peared to be sure defeat, resulting from 
the fact that their Country had been 
thrown into a war for which they were 
wholly unprepared. 


But on September 15, 1950, Douglas 
MacArthur maneuvered one of the wisest 
pieces of strategy known in all military 
history *.. by going above and cutting 
behind the enemy, thereby landing a 
powerful force at Inchon. This took 
the pressure off Pusan and threw the 
red armies into a state of complete 
frustration. 


Seoul, the capital of Korea, was 
liberated a few days later. 


General Kenney says: “He was ac- 
claimed as a master strategist and the 
smartest general of the age.” 


His arrival in Seoul and the ceremon- 
ies which followed, marked one of the 
most dramatic events of his career. 
The entire free world took hope. 


Had the red armies of Korea forced 
a Dunkirk at Pusan, the Communist 
forces of the world would have gathered 
momentum, psychological and other- 
wise, the sonsequences of which can 
scarcely be imagined. The wisdom of 
one man blocked their path! 


At this point General Kenney will 
be allowed to tell his own story, as 
to what happened at Seoul: 


“On September 28, 1950, MacArthur 
sent word that he wanted me to meet 
him at Kimpo Airdrome, about twelve 
miles west of Seoul, the following morn- 
ing at 9:30. That was the day set for 
the ceremony at the Capitol in Seoul, 
during which the General was to turn 
over the government of the Republic 
of Korea to President Syngman Rhee. 





“I met him the next morning at 
Kimpo. The cavalcade of generals, ad- 
mirals, Korean officials and guards 
formed, and we drove to the Capitol. 
Fires were still burning from fighting 
inside the city during the previous day, 
and dive-bombers were working on a 
hill a couple of miles north of Seoul. 


“I took the place assigned me in 
the legislative chamber. On my right 
were two Korean cabinet members. Gen- 
eral Walker and General Stratemeyer 
were on my left. About three hundred 
Americans and Koreans, military and 
civilians, with a full complement of 
newspapermen and photographers, filled 
the room. 


“General MacArthur began his speech. 
‘By the grace of a merciful Providence 
... You are impressed when you hear 
MacArthur mention God. He is deeply 
religious and his sincerity is so evident 
that you realize at once that here is 
no pose. The reference is not there 
as a matter of form. It is there because 
Douglas MacArthur believes it. 


“He then spoke about the poor Ko- 
reans and how they had been treated. 
He said we were not in their country 
to build bases for ourselves, but simply 
to liberate them from slavery to a des- 
potic creed of despair. 


“T looked at Syngman Rhee and saw 
the tears in his eyes. Madame Rhee, 
next to him, was weeping. As I glanced 
around the room I saw practically all 
the Koreans in tears. I wondered then 
how many Americans could make a 
Korean audience weep. I knew I couldn’t 
and I didn’t know anyone else who 
could except Douglas MacArthur. 


“And now,’ he concluded, ‘I ask 
that all present rise and join me in 
reciting the Lord’s prayer.’ 


“I have never heard anything more 
in keeping with the occasion or more 
impressive. 


“ “Our father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done 
On earth as it is in heaven.’ 


“There it was again. The acknowl- 
edgment of the Deity who had blessed 
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our efforts. 
“ “Give us this day — our daily bread. 


“The way that he stressed ‘our daily 
bread’ reminded every soul in that hall 
that this was what it was all about. 
Food — life itself — was back of all 
the stirring and upheavals in Asia 
today. 


“*And forgive us our debts, 

As we forgive our debtors. 

And lead us not into temptation, 
But deliver us from evil? 


“He had told them that we were 
going to help them. We were pledging 
our full effort toward their relief. He 
hadn’t said they had to pay for that 
relief. We were not in Korea to set 
up an empire for ourselves and we must 
not entertain such ideas. 


“For thine is the kingdom, 
And the power, and the glory, 
For ever, 

Amen.’ 


“I heard an officer in back of me 
whisper to another seated beside him, 
‘That’s the first time I’ve ever really 
heard the Lord’s Prayer’.”

T IS REGRETTABLE that so much 

of “The MacArthur I Know” must be 
passed over in this review. Only the 
surface has been scanned. 


General Kenney’s stories of numerous 
events not even mentioned here, are 
almost photographically detailed. A 
paragraph from the last chapter seems 
to convey an appropriate closing thought 
for this article: 


“No apologies are needed for a record 
as broad in scope and as vast in achieve- 
ment as that of MacArthur. That record 
speaks for itself: brilliant leadership 
and victory in two World Wars; amaz- 
ingly successful administration of a 
conquered country after nearly four 
years of bitter warfare; unfaltering 
defen»> of American ideals and prin- 
ciples in peace and war.” 
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If Christ to His throne had not bidden farewell, 
Sad indeed were the tolling of life’s passing bell; 


If Christ on the cross had not suffered and died, 
Dark indeed were the passage of death’s somber tide. 


If Christ from the grave had in triumph not risen, 
Bleak indeed were the dungeons of that dreadful prison; 
If Christ were not living and pleading on high, 
Death indeed were our doom, death that never may die.

HESE LINES were written by a 

poor unfortunate, a drug addict, 
who stumbled into a Salvation Army 
hall years ago and came to Christ. It 
is evident that the Spirit of God gave 
him a very vivid appreciation of four 
aspects of the work of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, upon which Scripture bases four 
great truths. Upon these I desire to 
meditate, hoping that both writer and 
readers may thus enter more fully into 
the completeness of the divine scheme 
of redemption. 


INCARNATION 


Think, first, of incarnation. The word 
itself implies a supernatural Being link- 
ing Himself with humanity, and this 
of course is what actually took place 
when the eternal Son of God became 
Man in the fulness of time. 


Incarnation means more than the mere 
assumption of a human body. In John 
1:14 we read: “And the Word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we 
beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth.” The Revised Version 
says “became” flesh, instead of “made.” 
The word “dwelt” reads instead “taber- 


nacled.” 
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The two changes from the Authorized 
Version, which are embodied in the 
Revised, are, as every student of the 
original knows, fully warranted. He was 
not “made” anything. He “became 
flesh.” It was a voluntary act on His 
part. 


In doing this, He linked deity with 
humanity in such a way that He did not 
cease in any sense to be God, while He 
became, nevertheless, in the fullest pos- 
sible sense, Man. He had a true human 
spirit. “He groaned in the spirit, and 
was troubled,” we are told, and on 
the cross He exclaimed, “Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit.” We 
hear Him saying, “Now is my soul 
troubled,” and we read that He “poured 
out his soul unto death.” 


His body was in no sense a phantom, 
as some taught in early days, but a 
true human body, the earthly vessel 
in which the heavenly One took up 
His abode, in order that He might be 
slain for our sins. All this is involved 
in the fact of incarnation. 


Thus He fulfilled the types of old; 
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He was the unblemished, spotless Lamb; 
like the unyoked heifer, He never came 
under the yoke of sin. He was as pure 
within as He was without, thus answer- 
ing to the burnt offering which had to 
be laid open and examined in every 
part, and could only be presented to 
God if found inwardly perfect. 


In order that this might be so, He 
could not come into the world through 
the process of natural generation, for 
this would have made Him heir to all 
the fearful entailment of sin and infirm- 
ity which characterized the human race 
as proceeding from fallen Adam. 


He was conceived of the Holy Spirit, 
a distinct creation in the womb of the 
virgin, and thus He entered this world 
through the portals of birth, but as 
the Second Man, the Lord from heaven. 
Herein lies the importance of the doc- 
trine of the virgin birth, which some 
today insist has no real bearing upon 
the question of His saviourhood. But 
His incarnation must be sinless and 
impeccable, or He could not be the 
Saviour of sinners. 


If there were withjn Him the least 
evil or tendency to evil, He must needs 
have a Saviour for Himself, and He 
could not stand in the breach for us. 


These truths need to be emphasized 
more than ever today, for if we lose 
sight of them we become confused 
in our thinking, and we shall be fur- 
ther confused as we go on to consider 
the work of His Cross. 


He had to be what He was in order 
to do what He did. If He had been in 


any sense less than God manifest in 
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flesh, he could not have offered up 
Himself in the power of the eternal 
Spirit for our redemption. If He had 
been other than the One of whom it 
was written, “He knew no sin,” He 
could not have been made sin for us. 


“God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world to himself.” Bethlehem must pre- 
cede Calvary. He became Man that 


He might die for men. 


PROPITIATION 


In the second chapter of Hebrews, 
we are told in verse 17, “Wherefore 
in all things it behooved him to be made 
like unto his brethren, that he might 
be a merciful and faithful high priest 
in things pertaining to God, to make 
reconciliation for the sins of the peo- 


ple.” 


The word here translated “reconcilia- 
tion” is more accurately rendered “pro- 
pitiation” as in I John 2:2 and 4:10. 
“He is the propitiation for our sins.” 
“God ... sent his Son to be the pro- 
pitiation.” 

This word is used in the Greek trans- 
lation of the Old Testament made in 
the third century before Christ, com- 
monly called the Septuagint, and ex- 
pressed generally as the LXX, to trans- 
late the Hebrew term which occurs 
again and again in the Old Testament, 
and is rendered in many different ways 
in the English version, a few of which 
are as follows: 


1. “Pitch” in Genesis 6:14, as used 
for the “covering” of the ark. 


2. “Appease” used in Genesis 32:20, 
where it means literally “to cover the 
face.” 


3. “Atonement” used in many places 
in Leviticus 16, and particularly in 
Leviticus 17:11. 


4. “Satisfaction” used in Numbers 


35:31. 
5. “Ransom” used in Job 33:24. 


6. “Put it off,” or, as the margin 
gives it, “expiate,” used in Isaiah 47:11. 


7. “Reconciliation” used in Daniel 
9:24. 


8. “Pacified” used in Ezekiel 16:63. 


If we put all of these English trans- 
lations together, they do not by any 
means exhaust the real meaning of 
this word, but they do throw wonderful 
light upon the Scripture doctrine of 
propitiation. They tell us that in the 





death of Christ, God has found a ran- 
som for sinful men, and that a cover- 
ing has been provided to shield us 
from the storm of judgment. 


RESURRECTION 


But although the death of our Lord 
Jesus Christ has accomplished the put- 
ting away of sin so that every believer 
is justified by His blood, it is through 
His resurrection that we know God is 
satisfied with the work that His Son ac- 
complished when He took our place 
in judgment and bore our sins in His 
own body upon the tree. He “was de- 
livered for our offenses, and was raised 
again for our justification.” 


It is not that we are justified by 
His resurrection, but it is that His resur- 
rection proves that the work which 
justifies has been accomplished, and 
we come into the benefit of it all, when 
we put our trust in the Risen One. 
Everywhere the apostles went they 
preached Jesus Christ and the resur- 
rection. 


Just as incarnation without propitia- 
tion is in itself unable to save us, so 
propitiation without resurrection would 
be incomplete. None could know cer- 
tainly that God was satisfied with the 
work of His Son if Christ had not 
burst the bands of death asunder and 
risen in triumph from the tomb. 


More than this, had He remained en- 
thralled in the arms of death, it would 
have given the lie to His entire testi- 
mony and redemptive program. It was 
imperative that He rise again the third 
day. It was this that proved Him to 
be in very truth the Son of God and 
the all-sufficient Sacrifice for sin. 


And so today the message that goes 
out to all mankind is as of old, “If 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from 


the dead, thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness; and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salvation.” 
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INTERCESSION 


As the risen Christ, our Lord is 
carrying on a special service now on 
behalf of all believers here on earth 
as the minister of the heavenly sanc- 
tuary. Therefore we are told “he is 
able to save them to the uttermost (that 
is, forevermore), that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them.” 


He ministers in the holiest of all as 
our great High Priest with God, giving 
every believer a perfect representation 
before the eternal throne. 


We often speak, and rightly, of the 
finished work of Christ. This refers, 
of course, to the work of propitiation, 
as we have already seen. To this noth- 
ing can be added, nor can anything 
be taken from it. It is complete. To 
attempt to add to it would be only 
to try to spoil His finished work. 


But on the other hand, it is just 
as correct to speak of the unfinished 
work of Christ, for He began a service 
in behalf of His people when He as- 
cended to heaven, which has been go- 
ing on ever since and will not be fin- 
ished so long as there is one saint left 
on earth in the place of testing and 
possible failure. 


Were it not for this present service 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the first sin 
committed by a believer after his con- 
version would destroy communion with 
God, and there would be no way to 
restore that communion again. 


It needs to be remembered that there 
are two links that bind every saint 
to the Saviour, and these are union and 
communion. The link of union is in- 
dissoluble. Once formed, it can never 
be broken. The link of communion is 
delicate indeed. The least sin will break 
it and it would never be formed anew, 
were it not for the intercession of our 
Lord Jesus. He meets every accusation 
of the enemy. He presents our case 
before the Father. He, through the 
Holy Spirit, brings the Word to bear 
upon our consciences, and thus He brings 
us to contrition, confession, and restora- 
tion. 


If it be asked, “Why do we need 
an advocate?” the answer is, “Because 
we have an accuser, Satan, the accuser 
of our brethren ... which accused them 
before our God day and night.” 


How full is our salvation! How 
wonderfully has God provided! The 
incarnate Son became Himself our pro- 
pitiation. Resurrection attests our justi- 
fication, and His intercession carries us 
on to the end of the journey. 
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EL fenane THERE is no vision, the 
people perish.” (Proverbs 29:18) 
How true! Multitudes there are who 
throng our cities on every side, per- 
ishing simply because we have no vision. 
Christless masses for whom Jesus died 
may never hear God’s message of salva- 
tion unless we get a vision. 


Our great centers of population for 
which we are responsible do not know 
the Gospel of God’s grace because we, 
His followers, are without a vision. 
What are we going to do about it? 


When, oh when, will we get the bur- 
den and become conscious of our re- 
sponsibility? True indeed is the ver- 
dict, “‘Where there is no vision, the 
people perish.” 

Snug in our little nest, comfortable 
amid our surroundings, satisfied with 
our handful of overfed followers, we 
hold our services, preach our sermons 
and seem to have no care, no thought, 
for the perishing multitudes around us. 
Yet God never told sinners to come 
to us. He told us to go to them. 





Why then do we blame them for 
not coming in when the real blame 
is ours for not going out? God help 
us. “Where there is no vision, the 
people perish.” 


The world goes out into the open 
to attract attention. Theatres are built 
on the most prominent corners and 
brightly lighted, whereas the church, 
only too often, selects a back street, 
puts up a small building, installs dull 
lighting, and then wonders why the 
people do not attend. “The children 
of this world are wiser than the chil- 
dren of light.” 


Every city needs a large, centrally 
located evangelistic work, brightly il- 
luminated, easily accessible, capable of 
attracting the passerby, and with a real 
live, evangelistic program, a program 
geared to arouse the indifferent, awak- 
en sinners and point them _heaven- 
ward. Without such a vision, the people 
are bound to perish. 


All that is needed to bring to pass 
such a God-given vision is faith, or 
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should I say, faith and pains. Faith 
and pains will do anything. A God- 
given vision, a God-given faith, plus 
pains: namely, hard, sacrificial work, 
will accomplish the apparently impos- 
sible. 


William Carey’s motto sums it all up. 
“Expect great things from God; attempt 
great things for God.” You cannot ex- 
pect great things from God until you 
attempt great things for God. Get God’s 
vision and then work it out, “All things 
are possible to him that believeth.” 
“With God all things are possible.” 
“Have faith in God.” 


We are living in days of awful apos- 
tasy. In my journeys through Europe, 
and more recently across Canada and 
the United States, I have been burdened 
regarding the religious situation and 
outlook as never before. . 





The professing church, as prophesied, 
is fast becoming apostate. Many are 
turning from the faith. This means that 
the entire world has now become one 
vast mission field. The message is al- 
most as much needed here at home as 
it is abroad. Thousands of regular 
church goers never hear the Gospel. 


In many pulpits today, such state- 
ments as these are heard and that from 
ordained ministers of the Gospel: “I 
no longer preach the entire acceptance 
of the Bible. I do not preach the heaven 
and hell of the Bible and I do not 
know any worthwhile preachers who 
do. My education forbids my acceptance 
of the miracles of the Bible. I do not 
believe in the doctrine of salvation by 
blood. Thank God, I am not saved 
by the blood of anyone. 


“Salvation by blood is the gospel 
of the butcher’s shop.” In view of such 
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statements, is it not time that the true 
servants of God cried aloud and pro- 
claimed once again the mighty soul- 
transforming truths of the old Book? 





General Booth wrote “In Darkest 
England.” God has been impressing 
upon my heart that terrible statement, 
“Behold, darkness shall cover the earth, 
and gross darkness the people.” This 
is true today, not only in the foreign 
field but here at home as well. People 
on every side are in almost total dark- 
ness, so far as God’s salvation is con- 
cerned 


Only here and there do we find a 
pulpit where the Gospel is preached, 
the new birth emphasized, salvation 
made plain and an invitation given. 
Altar services and inquiry rooms are 
seldom in evidence. Services are be- 
coming more and more formalistic. In 
many churches the minister preaches 
as though everyone in his audience was 
already saved and bound for heaven, 
yet in every congregation there are 
those who have never been born again. 


Oh, for the preaching of Bunyan, 
Baxter, Aileen, Edwards, Wesley, Whit- 
field and Finney: preaching that made 
sinners tremble and cry aloud under 
a fearful burden of sin and guilt. 


May the Lord raise up such men 
again, men who, realizing the awful 
seriousness and responsibility of their 
calling, and laying aside all minor 
subjects, will fearlessly proclaim the 
great fundamentals of the Faith, that 
in these closing days of the age a clear 
and unmistakable testimony may be 
given! There is no other preaching, no 
other message, worth the time and 
effort. 


Everywhere there are some who are 
faithful. Praise God for that. I am 
not classing all alike. I am speaking 
only of the general condition, and 
in proof of what I say, I herewith 
submit the following startling state- 
ment which speaks for itself: “It is 
reported that not a single convert was 
made last year in 11,394 churches in 
the United States.” 

This, my friends, is one of the most 
startling signs of the times that we have 
yet noted. Our churches are becoming 
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social centers. What a challenge to those 
of us who believe in the necessity of 
the new birth! 


Oh then, let us keep to our one 
great task of getting out the Gospel 
both at home and abroad. Let us work 
together in the unity of the Spirit. If 
we cannot agree on anything else, we 
can agree on evangelism. We all believe 
that the Gospel is the power of God unto 
salvation. Then let us preach it. Atheists 
have never been convinced by argument. 


We are living, according to the Scrip- 
ture, in the Laodicean days of the 
church. Therefore, the church itself 
must be evangelized. There must be 
a new call to separation from the world 
and whole-hearted devotion to Jesus 
Christ. 


How anyone who has been born again 
can remain in a church that is nothing 
more than a club, is beyond me. Com- 
promise is always condemned in God’s 
Word. The darkness must be dispelled. 
How else can we meet the fearful apos- 
tasy of the day. In unity there is 
strength. 


The enemy is upon us. A storm is 
gathering and is about to break. Noth- 
ing but the preaching of the Gospel 
in the power of the Holy Spirit can 
stem the tide. Then let us evangelize. 


Did you ever read Proverbs 24:11, 
12? Searching words, these. Look at 
them if you will: “If thou forbear to 
deliver them that are drawn unto death, 
and those that are ready to be slain; 
If thou sayest, Behold, we knew it not; 
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doth not he that pondereth the heart 
consider it? and he that keepeth thy 
soul doth he not know it? and shall 
not he render to every man according 
to his works?” 


What a striking statement! Who can 
read it and not be convicted? 


If men are threatened with death and 
we fail to warn them, we are to blame, 
We may plead ignorance. We may say 
that we did not know. But it will avail 
us nothing. We can know. We can 
find out the need. Such an excuse, God 
will not accept. We must sound the 
alarm. We must tell them of their dan- 
ger. And if we don’t we are guilty of 
their death. 


This, my brethren, is the need of the 
hour. May God give us the vision, lest 
many people perish and we be held 
responsible.

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Papeete throughout the Nation 
are watching the case in Wichita, 
where four radio stations, acting under 
pressure from un-American sources, 
have for 13 years denied Rev. Gerald 
B. Winrod his rights of free speech. 


Every day that the conspiracy con- 
tinues finds the owners of the stations 
a little deeper in violation of Section 
19 of the United States Criminal Code 
which reads as follows: 


“If two or more persons conspire 
to injure, oppress, threaten or intimidate 
any citizen in the free exercise or en- 
joyment of any right or privilege se- 
cured to him by the Constitution or 
laws of the U. S., or because of his so 
having exercised the same . .. they shall 
be fined not more than $5,000 and 
imprisoned not more than ten years, 
and shall, moreover, thereafter be in- 
eligible to any office, or place of honor, 
profit or trust created by the Constitu- 
tion or laws of the U. S.” 


The following telegram is self-ex- 
planatory:

Approximately thirteen years ago the 
feur Wichita radio stations entered into 
a conspiracy to violate our civil rights, 
acting under instructions of a well known 
pressure group, and have since denied 
every request to sell us time for reli- 
gious and patriotic broadcasts. 


United States Senator Langer appealed 
to you in our behalf on July 15, 1949, and 
you informed him the matter would be 
Investigated. 


United States Senator Johnson de- 
manded that you report to him as Chair- 
man of Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Cemmittee on March 22, 1951. 


Commissioner Robert F. Jones wrote 
me March 28, 1951, that he was looking 
into the problem.

HE EXASPERATION reflected in 
Rev. E. H. Crowson’s letter of Aug- 
ust 18, 1951, to the Federal Communi-

They see in this disgraceful breach 
of free speech, a fatal precedent which 
can only result in great harm if not 
corrected. 


If pressure groups operating on a 
nation-wide scale can do this to Dr.

Such an outrage could occur only 
under a decadent ‘administration, weak- 
ened by political immorality. 


If Mr. Coy fails to correct this in- 
justice by ordering the Wichita boycott 
lifted, he will lose his superiors mil- 
lions of votes in next year’s elections. 


He is in position to know that this 
is not idle talk ... because he has re- 
ceived no less than 100,000 letters, 
telegrams and petitions of protest dur- 
ing the last three months. 


While reading this editorial, many 
Christians will be asking what more 
they can do to help break the boycott. 


The answer: Personal letters to their 
two United States Senators ... and 
the Representative of their Congression- 
al District, will undoubtedly prove help- 
ful. Members of the House and Senate 
should be asked to deal directly with 
Mr. Coy, and demand that the ban 
against Dr. Winrod and the Defender 
Hour be lifted.

Having returned from an absence of 
some weeks and finding no reply from 
you to my letter of July 21, 1951, 
relative to the radie case regarding Rev. 
Gerald B. Winrod, this is to advise 
that your dilatory tactics are not appre 
ciated. 


You will find enclosed here a printed 
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brochure, received from Dr. Winrod, 
relative to the situation out where he 
is. He sent me this in a letter of July 
28, 1951, in which he advises me that 
68,000 copies of this brochure were 
placed in the homes and places of busi- 
ness in Wichita, and some 150,000 
placed in Kansas. I think your Commis- 
sion is entitled to have this printed 
statement. 


It appears that the situation out in 
Wichita stinks; and a man like Winrod 
should have the radio-bridles removed, 
so that corruption in high places can 
be effectively exposed and purged-out 
of our civic life. 


I have recently given a very careful 
reading to Senator McCarthy’s speech 
in the U. S. Senate on Thursday, June 
14, 1951, and also to Dr. Emanuel 
Josephson’s book, “The Strange Death 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt.” 


These materials bring out to the 
light certain facts concerning events, 
designs and programs for the destruc- 
tion of our nation: things I have known 
for some time, but could not lay my 
hands upon the specific evidence there- 
of. These materials document the pro- 
cess of destruction clearly. 


In view of these things, it is supreme- 
ly important that our Communications 
system remain unparalyzed by this sin- 
ister effort to destroy our nation; and 
we look to you men on the Commission 
to do your duty by this nation, by 
whom you are fed and supported. Amer- 
ica first, last and always is the spirit 
and practice needed.

SENATOR TAFT AND 
OTHERS 


I AM just one of those average Amer- 
icans, trying to get things straight 
about the political situation so that I 
can use my influence (which isn’t 
much), come the elections next year. 


I feel a sacred obligation to vote 
right because 1952 will undoubtedly 





spell the doom, or witness the preser- 
vation, of what we call the “American 
way of life.” 


Like all the people I know, I am 
sold on General MacArthur. He should 
be the next President, but unfortun- 
ately (perhaps fortunately for him), 
he isn’t a professional politician. | 
can’t visualize him going out pulling 
strings, scratching backs, making deals 
and lining up delegates. He’s above 
that! 


I watched General Eisenhower for a 
while, but when Drew Pearson began 
boosting him, I lost interest. No one 
can say that the General is not a great 
American. However, the thing that had 
me puzzled at first (but I think I have 
it straight now), was that his principle 
boosters both in the Senate and out, 
were too far to the left for me, an 
average American, to take. 


Dewey’s endorsement has hurt him 
as far as I’m concerned. I didn’t vote 
for Dewey last time. In fact, I stayed 
away from the polls. I thought that 
both presidential candidates were new 
dealers at heart, trying to take us to- 
ward socialism. 


Tom Dewey, as I see it, would have 
been more dangerous than Truman, 
because he is smarter and more loaded 
with ego. I have never felt that he 
could be trusted. 


So by a process of elimination, I 
find myself narrowed down to Taft. 
I really want MacArthur, but may have 
to take Taft as second best. But now 
I am wondering a little bit. Here’s why: 


I read the announcement speech he 
made last week, kicking off his cam- 
paign for the nomination, then I not- 
iced the swing that he took at the “Part- 
isan Republicans of California” (Box 
1281, Los Angeles 53, Calif.). I didn’t 
like what he said about this group. 


I read the 1951 “Partisan Republi- 
cans” report. It was painful reading, 
but I couldn’t find a line in it that 
wasn’t true. 


Taft said that he was “firmly against” 
what he called “smearing tactics of 
irresponsible organizations such as the 
Partisan Republicans which has been 
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making wholly unjustified attacks on 
General Eisenhower and Governor War- 
ren of California.” 


That hurt him up and down the west 
coast. I confess it has this average 
American wondering. He followed ex- 
actly Drew Pearson’s line, who a few 
days earlier had condemned gircula- 
tion of the report in New England. 


I also noted in Life the pressure it 
has been exerting to drive a wedge be- 
tween Taft and Senator Joe McCarthy. 
If he falls for that, then I don’t know 
what I’ll do, because McCarthy speaks 
my language. I have a lot of friends 
who think that the red mess at Wash- 
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ington wouldn’t ever have been cleaned 
out, except for his courage. The leftist 
groups keep saying his charges are 
false, but in every instance, so far, they 
have been proved true.

CHRIST FOR THE CRISIS

The French Revolution gave France 
a blood bath and claimed approximately 
two million lives. 


While the storm was in progress, 
burning embers floated across the Eng- 
lish Channel to the British Isles. . It 
looked for a time as though England 
would collapse in civil war and anarchy 
the same as France. 


The historian Green says that Eng- 
land was on the verge of suicide. It 
was an hour of great darkness for the 
British Isles. The English Channel, 
separating England from the French 
Revolution, is only a narrow body 
of water. I know because I vomited 
all the way across it one night during 
a spell of seasickness.

R. PRESIDENT, the Senate has 


under consideration an appropria- 
tion bill which provides an appropria- 
tion for research into various diseases 
that affect the human body. I have a 
particular interest in such legislation 
because two members of my family 
are afflicted with subtle and terrible 
diseases, which have been the source 
of sorrow and anxiety to me, and still 
are. 


This morning I ‘received a_ letter 
from my son, who bears my name and 
is a practicing lawyer in Concord, New 
Hampshire. Some three or four years 
ago he came down with an attack of 
illness which was diagnosed as cancer, 
a virulent form, and gave those of us 
to whom he is precious tremendous 
apprehension and anxiety. 


We sought the best medical advice 
obtainable, but not much hope was 
given. 


However, he learned of a treatment 
given by a doctor in Medford, Massa- 
chusetts. Following these treatments, 
now of about three years’ duration, he 
has been so impressed with the results 
— results which have allowed him to 
continue to carry on his law business, 
to be active in forwarding my cam- 
paign for election in 1950, and to live 
a normal life, that he feels he has an 
obligation and a responsibility to re- 
lease a testimony of the benefits which 
have accrued to him, and to several 
others whose cases have come to his 
attention. 


He has been so moved by a feeling 
of interest in his fellow men who may 
be suffering from the threats and rav- 
ages of cancer, that he felt it a duty 
to write and ask me to insert his letter 





in the Congressional Record, which I 
ask unanimous consent to do at this 
point. 


This is done in the hope that other 
unfortunate people may find improve- 
ment and betterment in line with what 
has come to him, and the other cases 
which he mentions in his letter. There- 
fore, I ask, Mr. President, that this 
letter be inserted in the body of the 
Record in the further hope that it may 
come to the attention of some of the 
great institutions of the Country whose 
officers may want to inquire into it 
for their own research work. 


There being no objection, the letter 
was ordered to be printed in the Record 
as follows:

Dear Dad: 


I am writing this letter to you in 
the hope that what is written here 
will give incentive to cancer research 
institutes and clinics, to investigate and 
evaluate a research program which has 
apparently demonstrated its ability to 
arrest and dissipate cancerous growth. 


Through treatment in our own family 
you have become acquainted with the 
research program of Dr. Robert E. 
Lincoln, of Medford, Massachusetts. It 
was about three years ago that I became 
his first cancer patient. 


You will recall that following long 
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medical treatment and a period of hos- 
pitalization, you were advised by our 
family physician that I had been strick- 
en with an incurable and rapidly grow- 
ing cancer. That was the year before 
I commenced treatment with Dr. Lin- 
coln. 


The diagnosis of retriculum cel] 
lymphosarcoma was confirmed at Tufts 
Medical School and reaffirmed at Co- 
lumbia University College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. I cannot say, of course, 
that Dr. Lincoln’s treatments are totally 
responsible for my present state of 
good health, but having received re 
ports of improvements of other cancer 
victims who had been under his care, 
I am deeply convinced that here is a 
medical discovery that should be investi- 
gated at once for the possible benefit 
of many thousands of homes in Amer- 
ica that have been stricken and will 
be stricken each month of each year 
to come. 


Following his discharge from service 
in World War I, Dr. Lincoln obtained 
his doctorate of medicine in 1926 and 
became engaged in a co-ordinated plan 
of the general practice of medicine to- 
gether with a collateral research pro- 
gram. 


He devised an original type of me 
chanical heart pump and did basic re- 
search work in supersonic energy as he 
applied it to the field of medicine. 
This latter research work was done 
under the immediate direction of Pro- 
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fessor George W. Pierce at the Labor- 
atory of Applied Physics, Harvard 
University, Cambridge. 


For the past 25 years he has practiced 
general medicine in Medford, Massachu- 
setts, where at the same time he has 
conducted his research program. He has 
made a study of viral infection through- 
out this period. 


About five years ago he succeeded 
in isolating from patients during cer- 
tain stages of epidemic infections, cer- 
tain viruses from which bacteriophages 
were made. 


The results which, over the past five 
years have been constantly observed 
in patients having various acute and 
chronic diseases, would strongly indi- 
cate that Dr. Lincoln has been success- 
ful in isolating the basic viruses and 
their specific cellular elemerts that 
are the cause of these infectious epi- 
demic diseases. 


In order to carefully evaluate each 
patient as they take their treatments 
every other day, the doctor has limited 
his research program to an average of 
20 to 30 patients daily. From time to 
time, during the past three years, I 
have seen and talked with a great 
many of these people and have seen 
their hospital and clinical reports of 
their diagnoses and treatments prior 
to coming to Dr. Lincoln’s clinic. The 
results in these cases, most of whom 
had been regarded as hopeless by hos- 
pitals and medical institutions, have 
almost invariably demonstrated a steady 
improvement. 


Last October I received an urgent 
phone call from a total stranger. He 
had learned of Dr. Lincoln and of the 
fact that I had been treated by him. 
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This man had a serious cancer problem 
in his family in which a_ recurrence 
was taking place. 


At the time he called me, X-rays 
showed that certain tissues were being 
eaten away. I advised him to visit 
Dr. Lincoln at once with his wife. X- 
rays which were taken at regular in- 
tervals as the treatments went on showed 
that as early as 40 days after com- 
mencement of treatments, the malignant 
process was not only arrested but that 
a replacement of normal tissue was 
taking place. 


He had been advised by both Boston 
and New York specialists that his wife’s 
case was incurable and that she would 
probably not live longer that a period 
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of six months. She advised me, fol. 
lowing one week of treatment, that 
most of her pain had disappeared, 
This patient has now outlived her esti- 
mated duration of life by several 
months. 


I have before me a letter written 
a few days ago by a mother who had 
a complete breast amputation in Aug. 
ust of 1949, due to the presence of a 
malignant growth. Following a periodic 
X-ray check-up in February of 195], 
her family physician advised her that 
he had received a disturbing report 
from the X-ray specialist. Further X.- 
ray pictures which were taken at a 
prominent Boston hospital confirmed 
this report. Subsequently, tissues re- 
moved for biopsy examination con- 
firmed the diagnosis of cancer. X-ray 
pictures showed malignant invasion of 
one of her lungs. 


She was first treated by Dr. Lincoln 
last March. Within the past week in- 
quiry has revealed the following. An 
X-ray taken six weeks after the start 
of treatment was compared with her 
previous pictures. The X-ray specialist 
expressed surprise at the result which 
showed that the malignant spots had 
been checked. Her general physical con- 
dition was markedly improved. 


The last case that I will mention 
is that of another woman. Following 
a pathologist’s biopsy examination, a 
diagnosis of carcinoma of the so-called 
sigmoid portion of the lower bowel 
or colon was made. The cancer had 
spread to the neighboring organs, so 
much so that a complete hysterectomy 
was done. A colostomy, or false open- 
ing of the intestine through the abdom- 
inal wall, was also performed. This 
occurred in May of 1950. 


Seven months later severe pain again 
returned and examination showed that 
her cancer had recurred. Her husband 
was told that it would be useless to 
operate again and was advised to bring 
her home. 


There was such a rapid deterioration 
of her general condition that four 
months later she was unable to support 
herself in an erect sitting position in 
bed. There was constant nausea. At this 
point her husband describes her condi- 
tion as follows: 


“She was vomiting about four to 
five times daily, and was being given 
regular hypodermic injections of drugs 
to relieve her pain. Her weight had 
fallen from 155 pounds on February 
1, 1951, to 112 pounds on May 18, 
when she commenced treatments with 
Dr. Lincoln, a total loss of 43 pounds. 
The morning following the first treat- 
ment, she showed her first real desire 
for food in several months. She kept 
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Christians, learning for the first time about the great work of

this food down and has continued to 
do so up to the present time (June 1).” 


I understand from the doctor that 
this patient has shown steady progress 
to a point where she now equally di- 
vides her time between bed rest and 
being up and about. She is now practi- 
cally free from pain. A continuous 
and severe burning sensation through- 
out the entire abdomen, which was due 
to a chronic colitis of long standing, 
has disappeared. The rapid loss of 
weight was not only stopped, but there 
has been a slight gain of weight since 
the starting of treatment. 


As you know, the evaluation of the 
component parts of Dr. Lincoln’s ther- 
apy, together with his clinical results, 
have been largely corroborated by a 
number of other investigators working 
independently. Each one has attested 
to the therapeutic utility and individual 
efficiency of Dr. Lincoln’s antibiotic 
agents. 


As you can most easily understand, 
in view of the invasion of our own 
home by cancer, I am_ particularly 
anxious to do all that I can to make 
this particular treatment available to 
as many people as possible in the short- 
est period of time. 


The medications used in this research 
work will not be available for wide- 
spread distribution until the manufac- 
ture has been placed on a commercial 
level. The present facilities are such 
that this treatment can be available 
only for a limited amount of organized 
research work at the present time. 


I have in mind that the four cancer 
cases that I have cited are by no means 
conclusive proof of the efficacy of 
Dr. Lincoln’s therapies as comprising 
the total answer to the problem of malig- 
nancy. However, I have seen enough 
evidence of a decidedly positive nature, 
as gauged both by the doctor’s own 
interpretations of his results, those of 
the corroborating in -stigators, togeth- 
er with the obvious and visible improve- 
ments that I myself have witnessed, to 
make me feel that every effort should 
be made to encourage further investi- 
gation. 





Dr. Lincoln’s successful isolation of 
these viral bodies and their means of 
propagation has opened the door to an 
entirely new and wide field of medical 
research. The results that he and his 
colleagues are obtaining in the treat- 
ment of victims of acute and chronic 
disease call for a rapidly increased 
expansion of clinical research along 
the same lines that have already been 
activated. 


It is for these reasons that I am 
writing this letter to you, with the re- 
quest that you place the contents hereof 
in the Congressional Record in order 
that various medical research groups 
may have this matter called to their 
attention, so that the people, as well 
as the medical research world, may 
be encouraged to look further into 
this new viral field of medical science. 


In closing this letter, I would like 
to mention that Dr. Lincoln has made 
an irrevocable assignment of his dis- 
coveries and therapeutic agents to the 
Lincoln Foundation, a non-profit or- 
ganization dedicated solely to the fur- 
therance of medical research. Accord- 
ingly, no monetary profit will ever 
accrue to any individual or group. 


He has dedicated his life to this 
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work, and has so assigned these anti- 
biotics as to insure continued and _in- 
creased medical research, to the end 
that the people may be the perpetual 
beneficiaries of these discoveries. 


You and I, as father and son, have 
worked together over the years on a 
great many matters that we have felt 
have been of vital concern to the Coun- 
try and the people. Having lived the 
subject matter of this letter over the 
past few years, I am glad to be able 
to come to you, and to have your help 
and cooperation in this new work.

Friends and members of the Chris- 
tian Medical Research League can look 
back with satisfaction upon a year of 
progress and achievement since we as- 
sembled in this auditorium twelve 
months ago. 


Our organization has earned and 
now enjoys full recognition as a reli- 
gious and scientific body. We are exactly 
what the name implies, a body of men 
and women devoted to the task of med- 
ical service and research, operating in 
a Christian climate. 


The League is an independent or- 
ganization, guided by a board of di- 
rectors composed of eight Ministers of 
the Gospel, pastors of churches, and 
one Christian layman, who look upon 
the discoveries of Dr. William Fred- 





erick Koch as a blessing from God. 
Your leaders are animated by altru- 
istic and religious motives. 


This is a consistent attitude since all | 
branches of the Christian Church have, |

The techniques are quite dif- 
ferent from those used in the average 
type of practice. 


The League will, with your approval, 
continue to insist upon thorough labor- 
atory and clinical diagnosis; extreme 
care in conditioning the patient for the 
injection; careful instruction regard- 
ing diet; and cooperative supervision 
after the treatment has been admin- 
should understand, 
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however, that they are not merely pay- 
ing for a “shot.” They are receiving 
a course of treatment. 


Something needs to be said about 
the importance of making reports and 
compiling case histories. It frequently 
happens that such documentation be- 
comes of great future value. The League 
can often put such information to 
good use in preparing statistics. Coop- 
eration at this point will be appre- 
ciated.

THE CATTLE WORK 


Mr. Laurence Thatcher is directing 
the cattle research work with great 
efficiency and gratifying results. Some 
reports, best described by the use of 
the word “amazing,” have already been 
received from this source and others 
are on the way. 


If more nearly uniform and auto- 
matic results are noted among cattle 
than humans, perhaps it is because they 
don’t smoke, don’t drink, don’t stay out 
at night and otherwise poison their 
bodies, or violate the laws of nature. 


Twenty-eight large experimental pro- 
jects have been carried on in 17 States 
during the last year in connection 
with the treatment of mastitis, Bang’s 
disease and other ailments so devastat- 
ing to dairy herds. This work has been 
done for most part through agri- 
cultural groups and stockmens’ asso- 
ciations. In addition to the field pro- 
gram, a vast amount of experimental 
work has been carried on in accredited 
laboratories. I have seen some of the 
reports. They are astounding. 


Dr. Koch’s theories are being con- 
firmed on the inside of certain noted 
laboratories with an exactness and pre- 
cision that almost baffles the human 
imagination. Unfortunately, these ex- 
periments have to be conducted in semi- 
secrecy. But we have seen enough to an- 
ticipate the final outcome. 
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Men of science, familiar with what 
we are doing in the laboratories, know 
that the Koch therapy is destined to 
effect a revolutionary approach to the 
treatment of disease. 


It will be demonstrated that Profes- 
sor Joseph Maisin of Louvain Univer- 
sity was seeing correctly when he said 
before the Canadian Cancer Commis- 
sion in 1940 that, “The Koch formula 
should not be called merely a cancer 
cure. It is a very important step in 
medicine and is apt to change the whole 
picture of medicine and pathology.”

Some very fine hospitals have been 
added to the list which use our prod- 
ucts, including one of more than 500 


beds. 


During the past year a steady stream 
of doctors has been added as new users 
of the therapy — many of them being 
men of large and commanding prac- 
tices. Seldom a day passes that we do 
not receive requests from one, two, 
three and sometimes six or seven doc- 
tors for information as to how they 
may become users. Several hospitals 
in Europe are now administering the 
therapy. 


One thing, perhaps above others, dis- 
tresses us. It is the fact that so many 





cases gravitate to the terminal stage 
before they reach doctors who use the 
Koch treatment. Leading physicians say 
that victims are frequently burned by 
deep X-ray and radium, beyond re- 
pair, before learning about the new 
science. 


If some means could be devised so 
that victims of these heartless diseases 
could hear of us sooner, there is reason 
to suppose that a great deal of un- 
necessary suffering would be elimin- 
ated. 


We take note of the fact that during 
the past year a new medical organiza- 
tion has been formed known as the 
American Association of Physicians. 
While it is an independent body, well 
prepared to stand on its own feet, we 
understand that the membership is made 
up largely of users of the Koch therapy. 


We salute the American Association 
of Physicians and wish it God speed. 
Dr. J. S. Schirmer, president of the 
organization, enjoys the respect and 
admiration of all who know him.

REPEATED 


On the negative side, let it be ob- 
served that we are witnessing a re- 
newed harassment in certain quarters. 
Efforts have been made during the past 
year to intimidate and persecute some 
of our doctor friends. Opposition which 
has remained dormant for some time 
now seems to be coming to life. A 
master plan, directed by a few brains 
in the background, is coming into plain 
view. 


Let us stand firmly for the right, 
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as God gives us to know the right, 
even though a martyr’s crown may at 
times seem to be in sight. God help 
us and give us courage to face what- 
ever the future holds. 


I believe I can point to an analogy 
in profane history. Something hap- 
pened back in the days of Galileo 
that reminds me of what I am seeing 


today. 


Galileo lived in a day when super- 
stitions clouded the minds of men. He 
made great discoveries, scientific dis- 
coveries in astronomy, which were re- 
jected because of popular prejudice. 


People believed in those days that 
the earth was still, fixed and immovable. 
Galileo insisted that it was a ball, a 
sphere, and that it rotated on its axis. 


The authorities made him stand trial. 
They destroyed his books. They denied 
him the right of cireulating literature 
regarding his theories. They engaged 
in “thought control.” They feared new 
ideas. They were galvanized in their 
prejudices. They were out of step with 
the facts of science. 


Galileo was over 70, weak, sick and 
feeble. His persecutors put him in stocks. 
They subjected him to physical tor- 
ture. They forced him to deny the fact 
of the earth’s motion. He was finally 
compelled to agree with them. He de- 
nied what he knew to be true. 


But when they removed him from 
the stocks, as his friends carried him 
away, broken and bleeding, he whis- 
pered to those beside him — that the 
earth had been moving all the time 
regardless of the fact that he denied it. 


Go tell the men who would stop the 
march of progress in the control and 
cure of disease that the earth is moving. 


Tell them that science is going ahead, 

















no matter their affirmations and deni- 
als. Tell them that the catalyst system 
of treatment is here to stay because 
it is rooted in truth. 


Men may retard its growth by pre- 
judice and greed, but they will not 
succeed in destroying it, because the 
discoveries of Dr. William Frederick 
Koch are sound, solid and true. Yes, 
the earth is moving on its axis. 


There are forces, sinister forces, oper- 
ating in our Country today, which for 
financial reasons, would like to see 
the new science in the treatment. of 
disease wiped from the face of the 
earth. But they will not succeed. The 
Christian Medical Research League was 
raised up of God, for a special mission, 
and that mission will be carried through 
to conclusion. 


A master plan has been mapped to 
harm us. But we are calm in the face 
of battle. Our powder is dry. If God 
be for us, who can be against us? 


TRUTH WILL TRIUMPH 


Our enemies have everything but 
truth. Fortunately, truth is on our side, 
and this is sufficient to assure us of vic- 
tory in the end. 


Out over the United States, there is 
a vast army of straight-thinking Amer- 
icans who know what the Koch won- 
der drug is capable of doing for suf- 
fering mankind. The fuse is out there 
only waiting to be ignited. And pub- 
lic opinion is the highest court of 
appeal under a representative form of 
government. 


America is ready for a new step, a 
forward movement, in the treatment 
of disease.

DiSalle said meat was the test of 
the whole control system. Meat is in 
such a mess that although there are 90 
million cattle on the hoof in the United 
States — largest number ever recorded 
— packing houses must close and the 
U. S. Army must buy meat abroad, 
while the housewife struggles with both 


scarcity and rising prices. 


Corruption of officials, now has as 
much to do with the impossibility of 
operating controls, as popular resist- 
ance.

Mexico, A Mission Field 








—" possesses a wealth of his- 
tory, tradition, legend and ro- 
mance unknown to other parts of the 
North American Continent. The unwrit- 
ten history of the Western Hemisphere 
is being pieced together by archaeologi- 
cal excavations of an astounding char- 
acter. 


The first racial group was archaic 
or pre-historic. Science knows little or 
nothing about it. The second was May- 
an. The third was Toltec. The fourth 
was Aztec.

in the year 1519. The principal city 
of Aztec civilization stood on the site 
which is now Mexico City.

tribes built on that 
which was left by their 
predecessors. 


A strange figure runs 
like a thread, binding 
all phases of Mayan, 
Toltec and Aztec cul- 
ture together — name- 
ly the feathered-serpent 
tradition, reflected in 
carvings seen every- 
where and constantly 
excavated by the spade of archaeology. 


The first people in that part of the 
world, whose origin is veiled in mys- 
tery, used the serpent as their~basic 
religious concept. They believed that 
the God of heaven had been an earth 
in human form. They also expected 
him to return. The emblem of the 
feathered-serpent became attached to 
the memory of his person. Their name 
for this deity was Quetzalcoatl — quet- 
zal meaning bird and coatl meaning 
Serpent.

Others believe that 
a being actually lived on this earth, 
to whom the supernatural exploits are 
attributed.

Mean- 
while the mission workers were praying.

The songs and preaching brought 
back memories of home and a praying 
wife and mother. When the invitation 
was given, he slumped at the altar. 


“The old things passed away so thor- 
oughly that I have never once wanted 
the things which dominated my life,” 
he testified in later years. That night 
Mel Trotter began a new life, and soon 
entered upon a career as a soul winner 
which was almost unexcelled. 


His life was so thoroughly renovated 
that he became the friend of educators 
and government officials, as much at 
home on a university platform as in 
a mission pulpit. For more than 40 
years he was superintendent of the Mel 
Trotter Mission in Grand Rapids, Mich- 
igan, where hundreds met Christ and 
were given a helping hand up the road.

Exodus 19:7-8; 23:1-13 











EMORY TEXT: “Thou shalt have 
no other gods before me.” Exo- 


dus 20:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “COMMANDED.” 


Three months after leaving Egypt, 
Moses led the people into a great am- 
phitheatre at the foot of Mount Sinai 

. where a most spectacular and im- 
pressive religious service was staged. 
“Mount Sinai was altogether on a 
smoke,” and above the lofty summit, 
“the glory of the Lord was like de- 
vouring fire.” (Exodus 19:18; 24:17) 


Ten brief, comprehensive precepts, 
embracing the whole duty of man, were 
announced. Moses emerged from the 
cloud-covered mount, carrying the “two 
tables of testimony, tables of stone, 
written with the finger of God.” (Ex- 
odus 31:18) During the passing of the 
centuries, these Ten Commandments 
came to supply the foundation for basic 
law throughout the civilized world. 


The precepts studied in today’s les- 
son constitute an amplification of cer- 
tain Commandments previously given. 
The entire passage lists 47 of these 
laws, of which those now under con- 
sideration are representative. 


Critics of the Bible used to say that 
neither God nor Moses was author of 
the Law. In that remote age, they as- 
serted, there was no written language 
and these Commandments were neces- 
sarily compiled and reduced to writing 
by scribes of a later era. 


Archaeologists and linguists have 
shown how utterly false was that as- 
sumption. An alphabet has been dis- 
covered on the walls of a cave on the 
Sinai peninsula, which excavators date 
as existing 1,500 years before Moses. 


In 1901, an archaeologist named De 
Morgan discovered an obelisk at Susa, 
some eight feet in height. On it is in- 
scribed the famous Code of Hammur- 
abi, a Sumerian king who reigned in 
Rabylon during the time of Abraham.

Hammurabi classified and organized ex- 
isting statutes, which he proclaimed to 
be the basic law of his realm. 


The Hittite Code, with its two hun- 
dred laws, contains similar legislation, 
and deals with agricultural problems. 
It reflects very low moral standards. 
There were also several Assyrian codes, 
of which only parts have been recovered. 


In view of this new knowledge, the 
critics shifted their attack. They came 
out with the theory that Moses simply 
borrowed his laws from some of these 
earlier systems. But when the various 
pre-Mosaic codes are compared with 
the Ten Commandments and the so- 
called “laws of Moses,” striking dif- 
ferences are readily observed. In both 
the prologue and epilogue of the Code 
of Hammurabi, the king takes full 
credit for the laws, while Moses gave 
the honor to God. He was simply a 
mouthpiece. 

Previous codes dealt almost entirely 
with civil affairs, whereas the laws giv- 
en Moses were deeply religious arid 
spiritual. Most important of all, other 
systems were only appropriate to the 
customs and times of their particular 
era, while the Sinai revelation was 
adapted to all ages, climes, conditions 
and peoples. Truth is eternal. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
23:4. 


“If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or 
his ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again.” 


This law enunciates a principle char- 
acteristic of Christianity. There are 
duties of friendliness for men to per- 
form, even toward enemies. 








In Matthew 5:43 Jesus referred to 
a saying, “Hate thine enemy.” But this 
was never a part of the Mosaic law. 
The idea originated in the collection 
of Rabbinical writings known as the 
Talmud — which the Master con- 
demned as “tradition.” (Matthew 15:3) 


“Love your enemies,” said He, “bless 
them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you.” This philosophy 
is the antithesis of Talmudic Judaism. 
Christianity and Judaism have nothing 
in common. 


The exclusiveness of Judaism has al- 
ways resulted from hatred for Gen- 
tiles. This attitude is a far departure 
from the doctrines of Moses of which 
Exodus 23:9 is an example, “Also 
thou shalt not oppress a stranger: for 
ye know the heart of a stranger, see- 
ing ye were strangers in the land of 


Egypt.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: ALL PEOPLE 
NEED DISCIPLINE OF LAW. 


Because of human nature’s depraved 
state, it is neither wise nor safe for 
people to follow their natural impulses 
without discipline. Restraint is neces- 
sary. Law is essential. Without it, an- 
archy becomes inevitable. 


The Ten Commandments not only 
prescribe our duty to God and man 
in external behavior ... but reach to 
the deepest secret thoughts and feel- 
ings, regardless of one’s vocation in 
life. Every human virtue is potential 
in these documents. Every vice, even 
in its most shadowy and doubtful form, 
is prohibited.

EMORY TEXT: “Take ye from 

among you an offering unto the 
Lord: whosoever is of a willing heart, 
let him bring it.” Exodus 35:5. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TABERNACLE.” 


Moses was given the pattern for the 
Wilderness Tabernacle on one of his 
trips to the mount. (Exodus 25:40) The 
structure was erected as (1) an official 
dwelling place of God among men, and 
(2) a type of the person of Christ. 


It also suggested the threefold na- 
ture of man — body, soul and spirit. 
There was an outer area, an inner 
sanctuary, and an innermost holy of 
holies. Paul said: “I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be 
preserved blameless.” 


The Tabernacle portrayed Christ un- 
veiling Himself in types, ceremonies 
and symbols. The outside was covered 
with ugly badger skins. The passer-by 
would observe no beauty. The Saviour 
was horribly mistreated, beaten, bruised, 
pierced, spat upon. “There was no beau- 
ty, that we should desire him.” (Isaiah 
53:2) 

All wooden parts were overlaid with 
gold. Wood typifies His humanity; gold 
His deity. 

The outer court had one entrance, 
one door. “He that entereth not by the 
door, but climbeth up some other way, 
the same is a thief.” (John 10:1) In- 
side the court entrance was the Brazen 
Altar of burnt offering where blood 
was spilt. “The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 
(I John 1:7) 


The Brazen Laver was the next item 
of worship. It contained water and was 
lined with mirrors donated by the wo- 
men. “Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it; That he might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the word.” (Ephesians 
5:25-26) “He saved us, by the washing 
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of regeneration.” (Titus 3:5) 


Leaving the outer court, one entered 
the inner court, called the Holy Place. 
The walls were made af acacia wood 
boards, completely covered with solid 
gold — typifying the deity with which 
Christ covers our natures through re- 
generation. “Put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” (Romans 13:14) The boards 
rested in sockets of silver, a metal 
which means redemption. “For other 
foundation can no man lay than is 
laid, which is Jesus Christ.” (I Corin- 
thians 3:11) 


Beyond the inner court was the Holy 
of Holies. Here the mysterious Shekinah 
Glory appeared, a divine light ascend- 
ing upward, because of the presence 
of the Ark of the Covenant. “God was 
in Christ.” (II Corinthians 5:19) “Our 
God is a consuming fire.” (Hebrews 
12:29)

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Paul wrote to the Church at Corinth: 
“For we know that if our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, we 
have a building of God, an house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ens.” 


He apparently found that the word 
“house” conveyed too much the thought 
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of permanency when used in connec. 
tion with the human body. So he sup. 
plemented it with the shifting structure, 
The Tabernacle in the Wilderness was 
moved from place to place. The phys- 
ical body is ever undergoing change. 


The Holy Spirit is enshrined in the 
believer’s body as the Shekinah Glory 
burned in the Holy of Holies. As the 
Ark departed first when the Tabernacle 
was being taken down, so the soul 
leaves the body at dissolution. The Ark 
was sprinkled with the blood of atone- 
ment. The redeemed soul is cleansed 
by the blood of Christ. Next the cover- 
ings of the building were removed, 
answering to the flesh. Finally the 
framework and boards, typifying the 
bones, were the last to give way. 


Let it be remembered that Paul was 
a tentmaker by secular profession. In 
the foregoing imagery, he drew upon 
his trade to help the Corinthian Church 
understand the relation of natural life 
to everlasting life. 


The word “dissolved,” used in the 
passage, is a mild expression for death. 
Believers do not shrink from death. 
They only rebel at the act of dying. 
Paul regarded this change as a mere 
transition, whereby the chemical ele- 
ments fashioned in the form of flesh 
pass through dissolution. When the spir- 
it sheds its outer physical covering, 
nothing is subtracted from the true 
personality. 


A solid building, an eternal struc- 
ture, is projected when the earthly house 
dissolves. Touched by the hand of im- 
mortality, the Christian no longer dwells 
in a temporary tabernacle or tent. The 
new deathless, diseaseless. body being 
patterned according to the one Christ 
brought from the tomb, is “not made 
with hands.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EXODUS 
36:7. 


“For the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too 
much.” 


The construction of the Tabernacle 
was an enormous task. According to 
the description given in the 38th chap- 
ter of Exodus, the value of the gold, 
brass and silver consumed would equal 
$1,108,222.00. 
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Approximately 2,400 square yards of 
linen, goat hair curtain, rams’ skin 
and badger skin curtain was used. 


The project was consummated with 
ease, because everybody contributed 
something. Every family in the camp 
gave a little ... with the result that 
more “stuff” was supplied than needed. 
This is an example of “cheerful (hilar- 
ious)” giving. 

The Lord’s work should be financed 
by a great number of small gifts, there- 
by distributing both the burden and 
the blessing — rather than by a few 
wealthy people underwriting the work 
with large donations. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: BELIEVERS 
SHOULD ASSEMBLE FOR WOR- 
SHIP. 


God wishes to dwell in the midst of 
His people. Genesis opens with God 
and man enjoying friendly fellowship. 
Revelation closes with God present 
among His own. Earnest Christians do 
not neglect assembling themselves with 
other worshippers. 


Today’s lesson pictures the Heavenly 
Father as dwelling among those who 
complied with conditions and adjusted 
themselves to His presence ... remind- 
ing us of the Christ’s statement, “Where 
two or three are gathered together in 
my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.”

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MURMURED.” 


It was one thing for the children of 
Israel to make a covenant amidst the 
thunders of Sinai, but something quite 
different to maintain integrity when 
faced with the temptations and provo- 
cations of wilderness travel. 


The third day after leaving Sinai, 
they fell to complaining and were smit- 
ten by fire. (Numbers 1:1-3) A short 
while later they grew tired of manna, 








and cried for the old Egyptian diet. 
Flesh was given in such abundance 
that a plague resulted. (Numbers 11:4- 
34) Then, even Mirizm and Aaron suc- 
cumbed to complaining, and had to be 
severely rebuked. (Numbers 11:35, 12: 
16) 


Today’s lesson describes the serious 
sedition which developed among the 
people at Kadesh-Barnea, after the 12 
spies returned from reconnoitering Ca- 
naan, and delivered their report. Ten 
said, “It can’t be done” ... but two, 
Caleb and Joshua, said “It can be done.” 
The majority prevailed, and a wave of 
discouragement swept the camp. We 
have before us the sorry spectacle of 
a whole nation whining and murmuring. 


“All the congregation lifted up their 
voice and cried.” The word all must be 
taken in a general sense, for there were 
exceptions. 


“Would God that we had died in 
Egypt.” Such insolence to their lead- 
ers, and such ingratitude to God, shows 
the deep degradation of the people, 
and the necessity of disbarring that 
generation from entering the Promised 


Land. 


A false leader to take them back to 
Egypt was actually nominated. Nehe- 
miah later wrote that they “appointed 
a captain to return to their bondage.” 
Who this nameless person was we do 
not know, but there are always dema- 
gogues ready and waiting to promote 
popular whims and lead people into 
painful paths. Such men are politicians, 
not statesmen. 


But before being too severe in. our 
criticism of the desert wanderers, let 
us be sure that we are not making simi- 
lar mistakes — permitting ourselves to 
be beaten down by discouragement and 
the fear of giants. (Numbers 13:33)

If tempted and discouraged today, 
we will do well to meditate upon our 
victories of yesterday! 


It was the conditional element that 
these people resented. Something was 
expected of them. They wanted to order 
their lives to please themselves, and not 
God, even if it meant giving up a land 
flowing with milk and honey, and re- 
turning to bondage! 


Such is the power of carnality in 
man, an entity which, until placed un- 
der the control of Christ, “is not sub- 
ject to the law of God, neither in- 
deed can be.” 


Many modern Church members are 
in the same category — wilderness 
wanderers, disgruntled and unsatisfied, 
because they have not taken the step 
of faith and obedience which would 
lead them into the “Canaan” of a rich 
spiritual experience with Christ. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD AL- 
WAYS HAS A FAITHFUL FEW. 


“Joshua and Caleb rent their clothes.” | 
These two faithful leaders viewed with | 
horror the mutiny against Moses and | 
the blasphemy against God. They tried | 
to persuade the people of the ease with | 
which the rich land might be obtained | 

provided they did not, by their | 


rebellion and ingratitude, provoke God 
to abandon them. 





In times of apostasy and declension, 
there is always a remnant, a minority 
of enlightened and courageous souls, 
who stand out above the mob and dare 
to resist popular pressure. Time usu- 
ally vindicates them in the end. The 
Church needs more Joshuas and Ca- 
lebs today, men of positive faith and 
broad vision, to lead Christians out of 
the morass of doubt and unbelief into 
which so many are sinking.

MOSES’ FAREWELL MESSAGE 
Deuteronomy 30:15-20; 33:27-29 











EMORY TEXT: “Choose life, that 
both thou and thy seed may live.” 
Deuteronomy 30:19. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “RECORD.” 


Moses was a great patriot. He loved 
his people. Concern for their security 
and prosperity is noted in every major 
decision of his adult life. He witnessed 
a providential care over the nation. 


Approaching the sunset of life, he 
recounts past experiences and tries to 
impress his countrymen with the im- 
portance of seeking divine guidance for 
the future. Historians have noted a 
remarkable parallelism between the gov- 
ernment which Moses established by 
divine direction, and the infant gov- 
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ernment organized on the North Amer. 
ican continent. 


First. Both the government in North 
America and that of Moses were born

| ing to the dictates of conscience. Moses 
| was motivated by the spirit of the burn- 


ing bush. 


Second. Both systems were born of 
oppression. The early settlers fled from 
England to Spain, to Holland, to Amer. 
ica. Moses and his people fled from 
Egyptian bondage. 


Third. Both systems designated sab- 
baths, as memorials to commemorate 
their deliverance. 


Fourth. Both governments were di- 
vided into 13 divisions. There were 13 
tribes in the Mosaic government. There 
were 13 colonies along the Atlantic 
seaboard. 


Fifth. Both systems provided that 
the humblest citizen could appeal to 
the highest court of the nation. 


Sixth. Both systems submitted their 
constitutions to the people for ratifica- 
tion. The American Constitution was 
ratified by popular vote among the 
colonies. The Mosaic constitution was 
ratified on the banks of the river Jor- 


dan. 


Seventh. Both systems provided for 
the naturalization of foreigners. 


Eighth. Both systems prohibited per- 
sons of foreign birth from becoming 
heads of the governments. 


Ninth. Both systems relied upon 
Scriptural inspiration as the highest 
standard of authority. 


Tenth. Both the new American system 
and that of Moses erected their judicial 
structures upen the code, the Ten Com- 
mandments, received at Mount Sinai.

There is a deterministic branch of 
philosophy which holds that back of 
every human action, there are remote 
causes over which one has no control. 
This fatalistic view conflicts with nor- 
mal human consciousness. We are 
aware of guilt when laws of God or 


. man are trespassed, and know instinct- 


ively that we had power to make the 
other choice. Free moral agency is a 
stubbornly real fact. 


The power of choice is indicative 
of our divine likeness. Animals’ actions 
are dictated by instincts ... but humans, 
while influenced by psychological 
drives, training and experience, none- 
theless are aware of a capacity to weigh 
courses of action and choose the right. 


Nowhere in Scripture is the doctrine 
of free moral agency emphasized more 
clearly than in the charge of Moses, 
“I have set before thee this day life 
and good, and death and evil.” 


It is a sobering thought that the 
choices of today are freighted with 
destiny for our future. Some decisions 
are revokable. Others are not. Certain 
courses of action, once undertaken, are 
alterable. Others impell us toward cer- 
tain goals with a velocity beyond hu- 
man control. Moses bade his people 
adhere to the commandments, statutes 
and judgments of God, which would 
assure them divine blessing and aid. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: QUALITIES 
OF LEADERSHIP ARE ENTRUSTED. 


God raises up leaders and anoints 
them for particular tasks. Moses proved 
to be a true shepherd to the last.

ers and all who find themselves in 
positions of spiritual leadership, are 
under obligation to be examples of 
grace. If they live by faith, are vic- 
torious in prayer and upright in life, 
their labors will enrich others.
